THE STAGE IN THE TWENTIETH CENTURY. 

Robert Grau III. has written a new book which has just been published by 
The Broadway Publishing Company. It is called ‘‘The Stage in the Twentieth 
Century.’’ 

The work deals with some of the new problems of the theatre, particularly 
with the technical phase of stage progress. Thus, the encroachment on the realm 
of the player and the musician of such inventions as the motion picture, the 
phonograph and the synchronization of both, the latter resulting in an amazing 
industry abroad, is considered at length, while the evolution of the erstwhile 
pipe organ into the unit orchestra is regarded by the author as threatening the 
employment of musicians to a degree not apparent to the ordinary observer at 
this time. 

Mr. Grau is a close observer, a clear thinker and a man of ripe judgment. 
But a man may be a good observer, and a bum seer. Prophecy is full of perils 
in these modern days and ‘‘seering’’ is not what it used to be. 

We never happen on a volume venturing predictions but what we are 
prompted to say to its author: ‘‘Go thou to the horse, Oh! seer.’’

Since the revision of our copyright laws a few years ago, the plaintiff in a 
suit for infringement stands a good deal more chance of recovering damages than 
was the case before.

The Eclair Company, on

suit against a film exchange for infringement of copyright. The details of this 
case will be published in The Billboard in due course, that is, when the court 
has heard the testimony and decided upon its relative merits. The claims of 
the Eclair Company are that the film exchange which has been made the de- 
fendant in their suit deliberately advertised an old feature film under a title 
that would make it appear that this film was the same as to subject-matter and 
treatment as a new feature, of which the Universal Features Company, a sub- 
sidiary of the Eclair Company, has been advertising state rights for sale. 
_ The film owned by the Eclair Company represents a subject of such universal 
interest, that, according to their petition, state rights were being rapidly sold, 
when, upon the other company’s advertising a film with a title that would make 
it appear their subject was identical, the Universal Features Company received 
many cancellations from those who had ordered their films, with the understand- 
ing that they were to have exclusive rights for it in specified states. It remains 
for the courts to determine whether, as the Eelair Company claims, this is a 
brazen infringement of their copyright. This determination of the courts will 
be still wider in its effeet, for while we have less of precedent upon which to 
determine eases at law in Ameriea than they have in other countries, precedence 
1S not altogether a negligible quantity even in American courts.

BROADWAY GOSSIP 


Association of Theatre Managers of Greater New York Agree To! Brief Items of Week’s News and Gossip as Heard in Vicinity of the 


Conduct Orchestras in Fifty-Two Theatres Controlled By Them 
Without Regard to Any Affiliations the Members May Have 


New York, July 18 (Special to The Bill- 
board).—The Association of Theatre Managers 
of Greater New York met yesterday and last 
night issued a statement to the effect that the 
orchestras in the fifty-two theatres in 
New York controlled by its members wonld be 
conducted irrespective of any affiliations th 
musichans may have. 

This decision was reached after many con- 
ferences, and is the second decided stand that 
the managers have taken in the controversy 
over paying higher wages to musicians. On 
July 1, the managers refused to sign a new 
Wage scale with the union, and with one or two 
exceptions, pianos teok the place of the or- 
chestras in the theatres. 

This new decision affects every first-class 
theatre in New York and Brooklyn, except 
those owned and managed by the Shuberts. 
who are not members of the association. 

Interest is focused upon the Shuberts, 
there is much speculation concerning the 
chestral arrangements for their theatres. 
was learned today that the musicians believe 
some agreement will be reached between the 
union’s officers and the theatrical firm, 

In 41 of the 52 theatres mentioned in the 
statement from the managers’ Association, 
which was sent out from the offices of Klaw &

Royal Command Performance, in Which a Contingent of Vaude- 
ville’s Best Exponents Participated, Increases Prestige of English 
Music Halls— Other Theatrical News of the Metropolis 


Monday, July 2, was the brightest day in the 
history of the music hall. For the first time 
there was a royal performance ‘by command 
of his Majesty the King.”’ But for a disaster 
1911 would have been a year of mark in music 
ball annals instead of 1912, and Edinburgh 
would have had the honor in place of London, 
Fire robbed the Scottish capital of its priv- 
jlege but the royal performance was only pvust- 

ned, and if popular interest in the function 

to be taken as the measure of success, it 
lost nothing by the delay. Though the royal 
recognition of vaudeville entertainment can de- 
light no section of the community more than 
the artists who provide it, the general public 
guve abundant proof of how the honor done to 
the music halls is appreciated by them. 

Punctual to the moment the door of the royal 
box was thrown open and Queen Mary entered. 
Following closely came the king. The Queen 
took her place in the seat furthest from the 
stage, on her left bei Princess Victoria, then 
King George, the remaining chairs in the front 
of the box being occupied by Princess Victoria 
of Schleswig-Holstein, Princess Christian, Prince 
Arthur of Connaught and Princess Henry of 
Rattenberg. Under the direction of Mr. Her- 
man Finck, the Palace orchestra at once started 
the national anthem, every member of the bril- 
Mant company assembled rising to his or her 
feet. Of the enthusiastic reception accorded 
them the King and Queen graciously made an 
acknowledgment and without further delay the 
audience settled down to the enjoyment of the 
entertainment prepared for them. Memorable 
in many respects as the performance was, it 
might for one very special reason be described 
as epoch-making. What that special reasn is 
few will need to be told; in the expressive 
French phrase, ‘‘it leaps to the eyes.’’ Cuim- 
mand or royal performances are fairly fam- 
iliar in the bistory of the theatre. But for 
tbe first time in its career the music hall en- 
joyed the honor of state recognition. The King 
himself as the head of the realm set the seal 
of his approval upon the variety stage, 
bestowed upon it a patent of nobility. In this 
Way a new standard hag been created, a fresh 
chapter opened in the comparatively brief yet 
highly interesting story of the ‘‘halls.’’ = 
program was as follows:

J. J. Kennedy, Formerly President of the General Film Company, and Percy L. Watters, Said To Be 
Actively Engaged in Organizing Another Monster Combine—Should Rumors Now Current Mate- 
rialize, Sweeping Changes in the Present Conditions of Moving Pictures in America Will Occur 


One of the largest film combinations yet to 
be recorded on the already crowded pages of 
motion picture history, will, if rumors be true,

Although there are no new features at Forest 
Park this week, a thorough trip through the 
pretty litthe West Side resort reveahd quite a 
few big attractivns which to our notion are 
among the best in the city. For the first time 
since the season opened, we took enough of our 
valuable time to pay a visit to each of the 
big attractions, Upon reaching the park we 
met ‘Doc’? DeLong who volunteered to act as 
our guide through the resurt and show us tle 
things which were really worth while. The 
first place *‘Doc’’ took us to was the hospital. 
Sort of an odd place to go when one ig on an 
inspection trip of amusement devices and shows 
but before we left the pretty little cottage which 
serves as the hospital we felt that we had 
seen one of the most essential aud complete 
things in the park. It’s fitted up like a regular 
place with two immaculate cots and operating 
table on one side of the room while on the 
other is the instrument case and surgical outfit. 
A trained nurse is in constant attendance but 
very seldom has any work to dv, for the rides 
here are noted for their safety and very few 
accidents occur in the park, considering its size. 

The first ride which we visited was the Grand 
Canyon. This ride is unlike any other in Chi- 
cago, inasmuch as it is operated by electricity 
and driven by the third rail system, on tbe 
same principle as is the elevated trains through- 
out the city. The ride is of the dip variety and 
about a mile and a half in length. A block sys- 
tem provides perfect safety for the half dozeu 
trains which run over the hilly track. It is 
a speedy ride and one which is a great favorite 
and well patronized, 

Next we visited ‘“‘Alligatur Joe’’ and his farm 
of alligators and crocodiles. This is a wonder 
ful exhibition and one which is really instructive 
in many ways. The show is divided into a 
number ef pits with a short sandbar in the cen 
ter and a small pool on either side. In the 
first pit are about 1,500 baby gators ranging 
in age from one to two years. These little 
fellows are from six to ten inches in length and 
are a wonderful help to the city in the “Swat 
the Fly’’ crusade. In the second pit are young 
gators numbering about one hundred and ranging 
from six to ten years of age. The third pit 
contains about fifty of the reptiles from twenty 
to fifty years of age. The fourth pit contains 
about twenty-five from fifty to two hundred 
years old. Pit number five contains a dozen 
about three to five hundred years of age. The 
sixth pit contains about a score of crocodiles 
fiom one hundred to five hundred years vid. The 
seventh and last pit contains Jumbo Joe, the 
giant alligator which, according to scientists of 
Smithsonian Institute and Alligator Joe, is nine- 
teen hundred and forty-six years old. This 
age, it is claimed, is computed by means of the 
notches on the back and rings about the body of 
the giant reptile. Whether or not Jumbo Joe 
is this great age which dates back to 34 B. c., 
he looks the part, and is really very interesting. 
An admission of ten cents is charged to the 
entire show where several lectures impart the 
various above ‘‘facts’’ to patrons of the exbib! 
tion, 


The Giant Coaster is the largest of the grav- 
ity propelled rides in any vf the Chicago parks 
and is the most thrilling of any in the big park. 
Its dips are almost vertical, but the fool-killers 
never fair to line up at the gate leading to ‘he 
cars. It is wel] provided with safety devicer 
and block system and is owned by the Giart 
Coaster Construction Company. 

The Steeplechase is another nevelty ride 
which is well patronized and is also the only 
one of its kind in Chicago. Twenty-four horses 
of the type which are found on ordinary merry- 
go-rounds accommodate two persons each. 

The big aquarium is an ideal hot-weather at 
traction and besides being the favorite spot «f 
the swimmers, is the place where Anna Harris. 
the diving queen, performs her feats of diving 
ond swimming.

A Pioneer Recreation Park, Which Continues To Sct the Style In. 


Outdoor Amusements—Complete Roster of Attaches, 


and a Review of Various Attractions 


It was just seven years ago, on the 27th of 
last May that White City opened its gates to 
the pleasure-loving hordes of Chicago and the 
Middle West, and ever since she has maintained 


her proud supremacy as the park that is 
watched and imitated. When this park ws 
opened, the Chicago Wold’s Fair of 1893 was 


an eleven-year-old memory, but the fanciful 
pame, White City, that had been applied hy 
the journalists to the wonder town that had 
arisen for one brief season in Jackson Park, 
was so associated with all that was merry. 
bright and gay, that the discerning manage- 
ment of the new enterprise adopted the ap- 
pelation for their venture. The name and the 
idea that it conveys was speedily appropriated 
by park managers all over the world, and It is 
applied to places of amusement in such re- 
mote quarters as Manchester, England; Rome. 
Italy, and Sydney, Australia, as well as to 
innumerable similar places in America. This 
is a well-deserved tribute to a summer park 
without a superior, and which has ever been 


known to set a pace of progress that other 


ands of people were lured by the dazzling ele 
trie tower to make the pilgrimage to the new | 
resort, which had been one of Chicago’s most 
desolate spots but a twelvemonth before. 

From that day to this White City has main 
tained its commanding position ag the premier | 
amusement resort of Chicago and the Midd): 
West. It bas not done this without constant 
change and effort; but it has not only kept pace 
with, but has always been a little in advance 
of the popular taste, and has educated its 
clientele continually to demand a better order 
of things. 

The same intelligent management that launch 
ed the great enterprise is still in control of 
White City, with some minor exceptions. A‘ 
the last regular election of officers, Joseph Te 
feld resigned the presidency, and it was con 
ferred upon his brother, Morris Beifeld, wh 


has had the general management of the park | 


for several years. Morris Beifeld is capably 
assisted by Ralph Kettering, who also occu-

park managers have sought frantically to catch. 

Aaron Jones’ was the master-mind that firs’ 
conceived the possibilities of the site of White 
City. It is related that while walking one 
Sunday afternoon at the south end of the Wash- 
ington Park Racetrack, he was tremendously 
impressed with the fact that nothing but 4 
swampy cabbage field occupied the focal point 
of three great and distinct systems of passe»- 
ger transportation at the corner of South Park 
Avenue and Sixty-third Street. These were 
the Chicago City Railway Company, with a 
transfer system reaching every nook and cranny 
of the South Side, from its Sixty-third Street 
line; the South Side Transit (Alley L) elevated 
line, which passed on Sixty-third Street, and 
the Calumet Electric lines, running from this 
point to the distant suburbs of South Chicago 
West Pullman and Blue Island, as well as in- 
termediate points. 

All of these lines exacted of their patrons 
only a five-cent fare to any part of the terri- 
tory which they covered. In addition to this. 
only a half mile to the west was located the 
Englewood Union Station, with the express 
trains as well as the suburban service of the 
L. 8S. & M. §., the Nickel Plate, the Pennsy! 
vania lines, the Rock Island railroads all ston 
ping there. This was indeed the ideal sri 
for an amusement enterprise of great magnitude 

It did not take Aaron Jones long to act. He 
sought out the owner of the property, and foun! 
that the fee was held by the Armour Interests 
Negotiations for the land were cautiously made 
and Mr, Jones had the supreme satisfaction of 
securing it without awakening suspicion as te 
his purpose. He then secured the co-operation 
of Joseph and Morris Beifeld, and a company 
was incorporated with Joseph Beifeld at the 
head, to undertake the enterprise. After six 
months’ time, in which Trojan tasks were per 
formed, the completed White City (completed

I expected to have a doctor’s certificate in my 
pocket and be off hunting for health weeks ago, but I have kept so blamed healthy 
that I have not had the nerve to look a doctor in the face, let alone trying to 
wheedle one into prescribing a month’s golf in Colorado or Canada for me. 

No more editing for me. No, siree. Just as soon as I’m McHenry gets back, 
I am going to lead her gently but firmly to her desk, bid her good-bye, and ge 
back to publishing.

CURTISS FLYING BOAT A SUCCESS, 


New York, July 20 (Special to The Billboard). 
—The new Curtiss “‘flying boat.’’ which Glenn 
H. Curtiss first tried out at San Diego, Cal., 


as he is recognized as one of the most com- 
petent flying men in this country. Mr. Havens 
has given up professional flying with the aero- 
plane, but will use a Curtiss hydroaeroplane 
during the summer on Long Island, and in con- 
nection with yachting and motor-boat races 
along the Atlantic Cvast.

Mr. Curtiss has made a great number of flights 
the new type of hydroaeroplane, carrying 
passengers on many of them. Among those who 
have gone up as passengers with the designer 
and builder of the first and latest hydroaeroplane 
are Hugh Robinson and Beckwith Havens, who 
are expert operators of the water-aircraft. The 
machine differs radically from the Curtiss hydro- 
aeroplane now in use. The operator and pas- 
Senger sit low down in the body of the flvat, 
side by side, well in front of the motor, which 
is placed just beneath the top plane. They 
are protected against splashing by a spray hood. 
the boat is fitted directly to the lower plane, 
which, it is claimed, improves the stability and 
flying qualities of the machine and makes it 
much easier to handle on the water. 

There is no front elevator, and the rudder and 
rear elevator are attached to the end of the 
float. No bamboos whatsoever are used and 
the machine is thus stronger, more compact and 
Simpler than anything thus far designed by 
Curtiss, 

Mr. Curtiss declares the new machine handles 
easily, both in the air and on the water, and 
he believes that It is an improvement in many 
Ways over the Curtiss design in use by the 
United States Navy.

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SKATING RINK NEWS 


Roller Skating in Australia, the Sport and Pastime of the Classes 


as Well as the Masses. 


Monster Rink To Be Built in 


Petoskey —The Week in Review. 


By JULIAN T. 


AN EXAMPLE OF MODERN ACHIEVEMENT. 

Some few months ago Mr. J. C. Bendroth, of 
Vancouver, B. C., was a visitor in Chicago tv 
make purchases for the Imperial Rink at Syd- 
ney, Australia. At that time the plans of his 
Deautiful rink were written up in the columns 
of The Billboard. Now the Sun, a newspaper 
at Sydney, N. 8S. W., reminds us that in a 
little magazine published by the Hyde Park 
Roller Rink Company, occurs one sentence per- 
taining to skating which bears a great deal of 
significance. ‘We wish it clearly understood,” 
it says, “‘that we are in no way connected with 
the old regime.’” by the ‘old regime’’ Manager 
Bendrvuth means the loosely managed rink from 
which people absent themselves in the interests 
of their socia] standing, and the impression the 
quotation is meant to convey is that the new 
rink in Sydney does away, as far as is practic- 
able, with all objectional features. 

Roller skating unless it is controlled by ex- 
perts, and every care is exercised to preserve 
decorum, is admittedly objectionable. Well 
managed it is truly great and fashionable pas- 
time. The earnest endeavor of the Imperial 
Rink prvprietors is to cultivate refinement. 
Unless they do they know that the rink may as 
well be closed, and the initial outlay was a 
rather large item to make such a course a de- 
sirable one. The Imperial Rink has been open 
long enough now to enable the public to judge 
for themselves. No other verdict is wanted 
by the management than that which they have 
received—the fact that the attendances are in- 
creasing each week. The floor surface was re- 
garded as enormous when the figures were an- 
nounced, and yet the crowds are 80 numerous 
that they have not too much “‘elbow room.”’ In- 
deed, this phase of the business has received 
the attention of the proprietors, and it is re 
garded as not unlikely that before very long the 
surface will be added to by the extension of the 
building. The company owns the necessary land, 
and if this is done it will give to Sydney the 
distinction of having one of five of the larges 
rinks in the world. 

Big as the Imperial Rink is, it is not by any 
means comparable, so far as skating surface 
4s concerned, with some of the great rinks In 
America, England and the Continent. But in 

int of building, appointments, floor, music 

nd attention, good judges declare that the Im- 
perial Rink cannot be surpassed anywhere. 
That this should be so is not to be wondered 
at. The men who are at the back of the Im- 

rial Rink had the money and they had 

Trains enough to do well what they wanted to 
do. They made careful inquiries and sent rep- 
Tesentatives all over the world first of all, and 
when they knew just what was the best any- 
where they set out, not only to equal it, but if 
possible to excel. 


To what extent they succeeded can best be 
stated by those who have seen a sufficient num- 
ber of rinks to enable them to form an opinion. 
So far as Australia is concerned, it is safe 
to say that the rink marks an epoch in roller 
skating history. In every portion of the rink, 
from the entrance to the exit, the hand of the 
careful discriminating and comfort-loving man 
is seen to have been at work. There is nothing 
cheap. The vestibule might be attached to a 
mansion, and the impression gained everywhere 
else is quite as pleasing. The skates are well 
made, and are admirably kept by the me- 
chanics, while the skating surface cannot be 
praised too much, ere are so many things to 
commend it, It is made of Canadian maple- 
wood, which experience all over the world has 
teught skaters is superior to compusition, and 
it is not only fast, but it has quite a satisfac- 
tory grip. which is frequently jacking from 
other woeden and often composition floors. 
Further, it is almost silent. Conversation can 
be carried on anywhere, with a nvurmal ex- 
penditure of energy, and that is still more tw 
the point, the clothes and complexion ruining 
black dust which is such a curse on some rinks 
is not present. Off the floor there are rows of 
comfortably upholstered chairs, and elaborate 
lounge room, a reading room, a dainty tea room, 
and a s0da buffet. The tea and refreshment 
service is run on the very best lines, the drinks 
being prepared by Ernest Hillier, who can 
suit an American, and that means a good dea 


in drinks, because ‘‘our cousins’’ have been 
spoiled with ices and sodas. The music also is 
admirable. 


There is one thing which J. C. Bendroth, the 
manager, wants to have impressed upon the 
public generally, and the speculating public in 
particular, and that is that it doesn’t mean that 
because the Imperial Rink scores success there 
is room for mvure. He desires it to be made 
quite clear that he is not endeavoring to stifie 
opposition. He has a ‘‘let ‘em all come” mot- 
to to the contrary. But the point is that rec- 
ords show that when rinking first boomed in 
America it became a fever. Hundreds of rinks 
were built, and the supply was overcrowded sv 
that in the desire of the promoters to get money 
at all costs the bubble burst, and the sport 
was killed for many years. 

England had the same experience, and millions 
of pounds were lost in the business in conse- 
quence. The phenomenal success of the first 
few rinks opened gave a false idea of the sport 
as a money-making scheme, and companies were 
formed by the score. The first year would 
nearly always show healthy profits, with the 
result that shares would be rushed to boom 
prices. Men who were in the ring would sell. 
collar the brass, and sit back to see the dupes 
bewall the ultimate failure of the position. It 
is with the idea of stopping that kind of bust- 
ness that Mr. Bendroth raises his warning 
voice, The Imperial people have a fixed belief 
in the permanency of rinking provided it is well 
managed. Though some rink promoters have 
not given the pastime the filip they should, the 
Imperialists believe rinking will continue to 
break into popular favor because it is one of 
the most fascinating exercises of modern times. 
They want to provide recreation for the cul- 
tured and refined, and they are undoubtedly 
proceeding along the right lines, 


FITZGERALD. 


A great number of attractions will be provid- 
ed at the rink during the season. An evening 
dress and white night will be announced very 
shortly, while on Monday, July 22, the first 
carnival will take place. If the expectations 
of the management are realized that will be 
the most elaborate thing of its kind ever held 
in Sydney. They realize that they will have to 
create the interest of the skaters to make the 
function a success, and they contemplate of- 
fering prizes which will be well worth winning. 
Manager Bendroth, who spent nearly two years 
traveling in nearly every civilized country 
learning all there was to be learned about 
roller skating, has hit upon the right system and 
no doubt but what rinking in all of the cities 
where his company will build these beautiful 
rinks will be a grand success.

This closed the first session, and my trainer 
took me in the dressing room to attend a con 
sultation of physicians. After the rink car 
penter had jacked up the floor a little 1 
went out again. I had no fears about my abil- 
ity to perform the mechanical part assigned 
me, but I was still worried over the question 
of whether it would or would not be of last- 
ing benefit to mankind. Those who have close 
ly scrutinized my frame in repose have admit- 
ted that I am fearfully and wonderfully made. 
Students of the human frame say that they 
never saw such a wealth of looseness and lim- 
berness lavished upon one person. 

“They claimed that nature bestowed upon me 
the hinges and joints intended for a whole 
family, and therefore when I skate the air 
seems to be perfectly lurid with limbs. I pre 
sume that this is true, though I have so little 
leisure while skating in which to observe the 
method itself, the plot or animus of the thing. 
as it was, that my opinion would be of little 
value to the scientist. I am led to believe that 
the roller skate is certainly a great civilizer 
and a wonderful leveler of mankind. If we 
so skate that when the summons comes to seek 
our ward in general hospital, where each shall 
heal his busted cuticle within the walls where 
rinkists squirm, we go not like the moral 
wreck, morally, paralyzed, but like a_ hired 
man taking his medicine, and so forth, we may 
skate with perfect impunity, or anyone else to 
whom we may be properly introduced by our 
cook. The end.”’

On August 7, the American Film Mfg. Com- 
pany will release a two-reel problem play feat- 
ure, which, for many reasons, will receive a 
world of comment on its appearance, 

A delicate subject has been handled so 
cleverly that no offence will be taken by chureh 
or layman. A boy, brimming over with youth 
and love and about to be married, promises on 
his father’s death-bed to enter the priesthvod. 
This he does. Six years later the girl, having 
married a working man of intemperate habits, 
reveals the fact to him that the man who is 
now priest is the father of their child.

I ientally the piece is a problem play, the 
em belng the iniquitous ordeal by the 
rd degree’ as practiced in America. It 
m not perhaps appeal to English people as a 
propaganda except in a very lukewarm sense, but 
it will undoubtedly prove popular over here as 
a fine melodrama containing many effective 
« tustions, plenty of excitement, and aby amount 
of simple, human, straightforward sentiment. 
Priefly the story concerns a certain weak-kneed 
youug man named Howard Jeffieys, who 1s 
arrested for the murder of Robert Underwood 
and fore.d to undergo the terrible ordeal by 
the “thi d@ degree.”’ He is, vf course, innocent, 
even though the evidence is against him; yet 
the m nta] torture is such that he not only re- 
fuses to deny the crime but even confesses tu 
have perpetrated it. He is saved from himseli 
by bis illiterate young wife, who bravely strug 
gies and at last succeeds in establishing his in- 
nocence. As the young man A. E. Matthews 
was wonderfully natural. He always is, that 
fs balf his charm. As his step-mother, Miss 
Lidia Bilbrooke looked very pretty, but was a 
tride stiff in her manner. His father is singu- 
larly callous and brutal even for a stage parent 
but is admirably played by Heibert Bunston. 
As the young wife who fights to save her hus- 
band’s life, Violet Vanbrugh acted with great 
power and charm, but somehow one never quite 
believed in her plebeian origin or her American 
accent. Arthur Bourchier played the role of the 
fomous advocate, who is at last persuaded to 
take up the young man’s defense, anc played 
it with great force and power, while the only 
American of the cast, James Carew, acted the 
part of the pulice officer—a brute and bully— 
with splendid intensity. The play was most en- 
thusiastically received and should prove as suc- 
cessful with English audiences as e Woman in 
the Case. 


Ann, Lechmere Worrall’s new farce which has 
recently been produced at the Criterion Theatre, 
London, is almost as commonplace as its title, 
but every bit as nice. In fact ‘‘nice’’ and

—Following the foregoing action of the Asso- 
ciation of Theatre Managers’ of Greater New 
York, the union musicians held a meeting yes- 
terday afternoon, and a strike was ordered of 
all the orchestras in the theatres affected by 
the dispute. 

The hour named for the walk-out was 8 o'clock, 
which is about the time for the rising of the 
curtains in the few houses now open. 

All the musicians reported for duty as usual, 
but when 8 o’clock came, they refused to go into 
the orchestra pits. By this time the theatres 
were pretty well filled. Then began a lively 
scramble on the part of the managers to replace 
the strikers with non-union men. 

At the Moulin Rouge, Frank Darling, a mem- 
ber of the union, and conductor of the orchestra, 
has a five-year contract with F. Ziegfeld, Jr., to
